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Date set for case that may evict 
disbarred attorney from house

Disbarred attorney Thomas White, 
who is facing 20 felony charges in 34" 
District Court and a Chapter 7 bankruptcy 
proceeding in U.S. District Court, now has 
a court date that could get him evicted from 
his Van Buren Township home. 

White and his estranged wife Heather 
White have been summoned to 34" District 
Court at 9:30 a.m., Thursday, Jan. 16, to face 
a complaint filed the day after Christmas 
seeking their removal from their home at 
41305 Savage Road for nonpayment of 
their land contract. 

The land contract forfeiture complaint 
was filed by Steven P. Robinson, a Romulus 
attorney, on behalf of Robert and Gloria 
Coppock, who had sold the house to the 
Whites on a land contract. 

But, the Whites stopped paying their 
house payment almost six months ago, and 
continue to live in the house. 

The Whites have 10 days to respond after 
their summons has been served. They may 
ask for a jury trial and pay the required jury 
fee in their first response or lose the right 
for a jury. 

The summons said if they are in court on 
time, the Whites will have the opportunity 
to give the reasons why they feel they 
should not be evicted. They are advised 
to bring witnesses, receipts, and other 
necessary paperwork with them. 

The summons states if they are not in court 
on time, they could be evicted without a 
trial and a money judgment may be entered 
against them. 

If the Coppocks prevail, an order is then 
given that allows no less than 90 days for 
White to leave the property. 

On Nov. 7, U.S. Bankruptcy Court Judge 
Thomas J. Tucker signed an order removing 
White’s house from bankruptcy protection, 
giving the Coppocks the right to get the 
money White owes them for unpaid land 
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contract payments or to get their property 
back. 

Judge Tucker’s order said the approximate 
market value of the property is $260,000 
and the current debt owing is about 
$306,688, which includes unpaid property 
taxes and the Coppocks’ attorney fee and 
costs for filing the motion. 

Walter H. Czeizler of Livonia, the 
Coppocks’ bankruptcy attorney, said the 
forfeiture filed by attorney Robinson is a 
“pay and stay” option that gives the Whites 
a chance to catch up on what they owe and 
stay in the house with reinstated monthly 
payments. 

If the Whites don’t pay what they owe, 
the district court judge can turn the property 
over to the Coppocks, he said. 

Heather White files for divorce 

In another detail of the convoluted cases 
involving Thomas White, his wife Heather 
Lea White filed for divorce on Nov. 1. 

Heather is representing herself in the 
case and no children are claimed since all 
four of their children are over the age of 
18. Several of the adult children live in the 
house from which they may all be evicted. 

The Divorce Settlement Conference / 
Trial is set for 9 a.m. Feb. 6 before Circuit 
Court Judge Arthur J. Lombard. The court 
session was reset by the court from the 
original date of Jan. 31.

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VBT man dies in one-vehicle 
accident in Sumpter Twp. Sunday

A 59-year-old Van Buren Township man 
died in a one-vehicle accident on Sumpter 
Road, just south of Rymut Drive and the 
roller rink, at about 3:55 a.m. Sunday. 

Sumpter Township Police Sgt. Patrick 
Gannon said a volunteer fire fighter, who 
was southbound on Sumpter Road, passed 
the Ford Focus that was northbound at a 
high rate of speed. The fire fighter said he 
heard the crash and found the car upside 
down and called for help. 

Huron Valley Ambulance personnel 
declared Clark Kevin Miles dead at the 
scene. 

Sgt. Gannon said the car was going 
sideways when it hit a tree on the driver’s 
side. The impact was so hard that the full 
engine block was thrown into the roadway 
and one of the responding fire fighters 
struck the engine with his vehicle. He was 


not injured. 

Sgt. Gannon said the mark on the tree 
showing the impact of the Focus is six feet 
above road level. 

Michigan State Police were called and 
will send a reconstructionist to investigate 
the accident, Sgt. Gannon said.

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VBT pays PFM to analyze the 
township’s Visteon bonds position

In June 2012, the Van Buren Township 
Local Development Financing Authority 
(LDFA) hired Public Financial 
Management, Inc. (The PFM Group) to 
advise the LDFA on what could be done 
about the Visteon bonds. 

It was apparent that LDFA would not 
have the funds available in the future to 
pay off the bonds, as planned. 

PFM’s work included analysis of cash 
flow including projected tax increment 
revenues, debt service requirements and 
analysis on options available. 

They also provided graphs of a projected 
cash flow schedule of the LDFA and its 
ability to meet its debt obligations. 

To date, the LDFA has spent $10,646 out 
of its budget for services with the PFM 
Group. 

The 87-page report, which was obtained 
by the Independent through the Freedom 
of Information Act, is dated Sept. 6, 2013 
and was sent with Clark Hill law firm’s 
Sept. 9, 2013 letter to Visteon demanding 
a meeting. 

PFM concluded the taxable values within 
the LDFA are much lower than the original 
projections in 2003 and a cash shortfall 
is inevitable if new revenues are not 
introduced. 

PFM provided 15 cash-flow scenarios. 
In all but two, the LDFA will have a 
cumulative cash flow deficit by 2018 
with two exceptions showing the deficit 
occurring one year earlier, in 2017. 

Another observation made by PFM in 
the various cash flow scenarios is that 
the projected shortfall ranges from $25.1 
million to $36.4 million. 

The reports state without a substantial 
increase in the captured taxes, or the influx 
of additional funds by 2017 or 2018, the 
LDFA will not have sufficient funds to 
meet the debt service obligation which 
the township and/or LDFA issued for the 
benefit of the Visteon development. 

PFM added that a financial plan to deal 
with the imminent cash deficit needs to be 
developed now to negate the shortfall the 
LDFA will begin to face by 2017 or 2018. 

Historical LDFA, Bond and Visteon 
Bankruptcy Data from the PFM Report 

In July 2002 the Township Board 
adopted a resolution to create the Local 
Development Financing Authority (LDFA). 
The authority was established to encourage 
local development, prevent conditions of 
unemployment and promote economic 
development within the Township. 

Shortly after, the authority used its power 
to help Visteon establish its new world 


headquarters (Visteon Village) within 
the district. This assistance included the 
development and construction of various 
public facilities. 

Visteon Village proposed to include nine 
buildings for office and technology use 
as well as related parking and property 
improvement on a 7.5 acre property. The 
Developer, Visteon Village, also proposed 
another 49 acres of property to be developed 
and utilized for utilities, roads, storm water 
management, parking and open spaces, 
agreeing to spend a minimum of $270 
million prior to the end of 2004. 

Van Buren Township and the LDFA agreed 
to pay Visteon $21,985,475 toward the cost 
of the public facilities to be paid from bond 
proceeds. LDFA prepared a development 
plan and Tax Increment Financing plan to 
capture the incremental tax revenues from 
the development and to repay the bond 
debt service. 

The LDFA issued tax increment bonds, for 
$21,610,000 on Aug. 6, 2003 and capital 
appreciation bonds totaling $6,589,656 for 
a total of $28,199,656. 

In order to make the bond issuance 
marketable to potential investors, VBT 
pledged its limited tax full faith and credit 
as additional security for the bonds. From 
2013 to 2032 when the bonds are paid off 
the total cost to the township in principle 
and interest is $48.568 million. 

Visteon Corp. files for 
Chapter 11 Bankruptcy 

On May 28, 2009 Visteon filed for 
Chapter 11 bankruptcy. 

At the time Visteon filed for bankruptcy 
the township assessed the value of Visteon 
Village at approximately $165 million. But, 
Visteon believed it was worth substantially 
less. 

So, in September 2009 Visteon began 
negotiations with the township to obtain 
a reduction of assessed value of Visteon 
Village and advised the township that 
they would likely start litigation against 
the township if the parties were unable to 
reach an agreement on a reduced taxable 
value for Visteon Village. 

The township had given Visteon an 
Industrial Facility Tax Abatement in 
exchange for locating its operation in 
the township. As a result of economic 
conditions, Visteon was not able to meet 
certain obligations under the tax abatement 
agreement in connection with staffing 
levels at Visteon Village, entitling the 
township to revoke the tax abatements. 

Settlement Agreement with 
Visteon Corporation 
On Jan. 25, 2010 in response to Visteon’s

VBT considers litigation to get Visteon 
to fulfill its promise to help pay

In Visteon’s bankruptcy settlement, 
Visteon agreed to negotiate with Van Buren 
Township in good faith to determine the 
amount of the shortfall with respect to the 
bonds and make a non-tax payment -- pay 
in lieu of tax, or PILOT -- to the township 
and to assist the township in making timely 
payments on the bonds.

After the sale of the Grace Lake complex 
to Sovereign Partners, the assessed value of 
the property that Visteon was paying taxes 
on was greatly reduced. This became a 


concern to the Van Buren Township Local 
Development Finance Authority (LDFA) and 
in September 2012 a resolution was passed 
to encourage the VBT Board of Trustees to 
reopen negotiations with Visteon, and to file 
suit within 21 days if settlement discussions 
were not fruitful. 

Apparently a letter was written but was 
never sent and the Independent has been 
unable to obtain any documentation. Linda 
Combs, who at that time was VBT’s newly 
elected supervisor, said there was no letter 
to Visteon on her desk when she came into 
office and she knew nothing about it. 

At the September 2012 meeting former 
Supervisor Paul White said, “They were 
called and we did not receive a return call.”

VBT Fire Dept. 
struggles with 
staffing both halls 


VBT voters were told if they passed the 
Public Safety Millage they would get 24/7, 
two-person Duty Crews at both Fire Station 
1, on Sumpter Road at the south end of the 
township, and Station 2, on Belleville Road 
at the north end. But that isn’t the case these 
days. 

With the Affordable Care Act, the number of 
hours part-time people can work and a union 
contact establishes a maximum 36 hours per 
work week for part-time fire fighters. Duty 
Crew hours must be distributed as evenly 
as possible, so that a full-time township 
employee who is also a fire fighter is not 
allowed to work as many hours as he wants 
just because he already receives benefits. 

On Dec. 26, the Independent got an email 
saying there appeared to be no one on duty 
at Fire Station 1. Fire Chief Dan Besson was 
home with the flu, but he answered our email 
from his sick bed. 

He said the worst-case scenario for the fire 
department is a staff of 2 for the Duty Crew 
in the north and 1 in the south and that was 
the situation during that day shift, but the 
night shift had 4. The day shift fire fighter 
was out with medical runs when the resident 
passed by the darkened hall. 

Eighteen new fire fighters were added to 
the department in 2013 and as their training 
concludes they will be able to help keep the 
daily staff to 4, Chief Besson said. Right 
now, those in the south end tell me they 
worry about what will happen if there is a 
fire at their home.

Chapter 11 bankruptcy filing, the township 
entered into a settlement agreement which 
stated: 

e Effective Dec. 31, 2009 the township 
set a fair value of Visteon Village at $60 
million for real estate property tax purposes. 
(Taxable assessed value of $30 million). 

e Visteon was to pay the township $2.2 
million in cash. 

e The township was to file a general 
unsecured claim in court, in the amount 
of $9.8 million which Visteon could not 
object to in the connection with the tax 
abatement agreements. 


¢ The township agreed that Visteon’s 
inability to meet its commitments in the 
tax abatement agreements would not be a 
basis to void or cancel the Tax Abatement 
Agreements. 

e To the extent that property tax payments 
made by Visteon to the township (including 
the $2.2 million payment described 
above) were inadequate to permit the 
township to meet its payment obligation 
on the Township Bonds, Visteon agreed to 
negotiate with the township in good faith 
to determine the amount of the shortfall 
with respect to those bonds and make a 
payment, in-lieu of tax to the township 
to assist the township in making timely 
payments on the township bonds. 

Sale of Visteon Village 

In September 2011, Visteon Corporation 
made public the fact that it intended to sell 
Visteon Village. Sovereign Partners LLC, 
doing business as Grace Lake LLC, was 
identified as the potential buyer in March 
of 2012. The sale of Visteon Village to 
Sovereign Partners LLC closed on or about 
April 17, 2012.

On Oct. 16, 2012, the township board 
approved hiring the law firm of Clark Hill 
to assist the township’s corporation counsel 
in moving forward with issues related to 
Visteon Corporation. 

Attorney Kaveh Kashef from Clark Hill 
has written a letter to Visteon and met in 
closed sessions with the VBT board and 
the LDFA. 

To date, the township has spent $46,410 
with Clark Hill. Documents obtained 
through the Freedom of Information Act 
show the charges coming 71% from the 


General Fund budget and 29% from Water 
and Sewer budget, which according to 
Treasurer Sharry Budd, is the norm for 
general counsel. Treasurer Budd, said 
Clark Hill fees will now come from the 
LDFA budget. 

Clerk Leon Wright said the $41,528 
already paid to Clark Hill will be returned 
to the General Fund and Water and Sewer 
budgets and be taken from the LDFA 
budget. 

During Visteon’s Chapter 11 bankruptcy 
proceedings, the township and Visteon 
entered into an agreement and mutual 
release, dated Jan. 25, 2010. At the time 
of the agreement both parties understood 
and acknowledged that when comparing 
projected tax revenues with the township’s 
obligations under the bonds, a financial 
shortfall would occur. 

Kashef’s Sept. 9, 2013 letter to Visteon’s 
President and CEO Timothy D. Leuliette 
stated: “The township has completed a 
comprehensive review of its obligations 
under bonds, as well as its projected tax 
revenues, and is confident not only that a 
shortfall is inevitable but that the shortfall 
will occur in 2018.” 

In Kashef’s correspondence, a very- 
detailed, cash-flow analysis prepared by 
the PFM group was included, as well as 
a copy of the agreement. On behalf of the 
township, Kashef requested the parties 
schedule a meeting within 30 days to 
negotiate in good faith the amount of the 
shortfall. 

The letter closed with the statement, 
“If Visteon ignores our request or fails

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to negotiate in good faith, we will have 
no other option but to seek relief through 
judicial means.” 

The township had not received a response 
by the Oct. 8 LDFA meeting at which time 
the LDFA unanimously recommended that 
the VBT Board instruct its legal counsel 
to file a petition to reopen the Visteon 
bankruptcy and initiate other legal action 
by Nov. 30, 2013. 

Supervisor Combs agreed, saying this 
item would be discussed at the next 
Monday’s (Oct. 14) work-study session, 
but no mention of the issue was made at 
that meeting. 

A Sept. 10 letter from Kashef to 
Supervisor Combs was received asking 
to meet in closed session to consider their 
demand letter to Visteon, the PFM review, 
and moving-forward strategy. 

The letter also advised that it (the letter) 
and its attachments not be shared with 
persons other than the board prior to the 
board meeting. It also advised that the 
attorney-client privilege is waived if the 
confidential document is shared with 


persons who are not in the attorney-client 
relationship. 

The disclosure of the Sept. 10 letter in 
response to a Freedom of Information 
Act request seems to have jeopardized the 
legality of a future closed-session with 
Kashef.

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Sumpter Twp. buys new fire truck from R&R Services for $402,158

The Sumpter Township Board of Trustees 
approved the purchase of a new fire truck 
during its regular meeting on Dec. 10. 

The Smeal fire truck is being purchased 
from R&R Services for $402,158. R&R had 
the lowest bid following the specifications 
out of three, with the other bids being 
$398,000 and $433,000. 

Fire Chief Joe Januszyk said the new truck 
will hold 3,000 gallons of water, which is 
more than the total of the three trucks that 
were retired by the department. 

Chief Januszyk, Trustee Peg Morgan, 


and some fire officers went over the bids to 
come up with the recommendation. 

Chief Januszyk said he hopes this will 
help Sumpter Township with its ISO rating.

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VBT Environmental Committee briefly discusses landfill leaks

Two leaks in a liner at the EQ 
(Environmental Quality) landfill on the 
North I-94 Service Drive in Van Buren 
Township that were first reported in June 
2012 were discussed briefly at the Dec. 
18 meeting of the VBT Environmental 
Committee. 

According to the committee minutes, EQ 
representative Mike Takacs attended the 
October 2012 meeting with a report and 
then came back again in June 2013. 

Takacs said EQ had an anomalous field 
measurement at the end of June 2012 and 
they presented a work plan to the Michigan 
Department of Environmental Quality 
(MDEQ) in October 2012 and contacted 
the township to provide full disclosure. 

He said there was no threat to groundwater 
as a result of this reading. 

Takacs said the MDEQ should approve 
their work plan by Oct. 19, 2012 and they 
should have a report on their dye testing in 
60 days. 

They promised to keep the township 
informed. 

In June 2013, Takacs again attended 
the Environmental Committee meeting 
and explained two potential sources for 
the leak, noting several steps were made

to resolve the issue and he would report 
back to the committee when the work was 
completed. 

At the September meeting, Arthur Mullen, 
Director of Planning and Economic 
Development, gave a brief update on two 
leaks in the lining, stating a report would be 
submitted to MDEQ and an update would 
be provided at a future meeting. 

The October and November committee 
meetings were cancelled. 

Expecting there would be a report from 
EQ that the work had been completed, 
the Independent attended the December 
meeting and asked Mullen for an update on 
corrective measures taken to the reported 
leaks in the liner. 

“EQ had found a leak in the top edge 
of the liner that was running down the side 
of the hill. They completed their clean- 
up and changed their protocols and feel it 
will make a big improvement to prevent 
possible leaks in the future,” Mullen said. 

Wayne Disposal, Inc. is a 500-acre EQ 
facility located next to Willow Run Airport 
off the North I-94 Service Dr. in VBT. It 
opened in 1957. 

It is the only commercial hazardous- 
waste landfill in Michigan and one of only 
seven of its type in the United States. 

The landfill takes waste containing 


Teen who shot brother to get 
psychiatric exam before facing charges

Jared Dean-Meeks Ritchie, 17, who is 
accused of trying to kill his stepbrother 
with a shotgun on Oct. 27, will have 
his criminal case delayed until after a 
psychiatric examination. 

Ritchie moved to Sumpter Township 
from a troubled life in Texas to live with 
his stepbrother in the 23000 block of 
Elwell Road and that’s where the assault 
took place. 

The victim was hospitalized in serious 
condition, but has recovered. 

On Dec. 18 in Judge Brian Oakley’s 
courtroom at 34" District Court, Ritchie 
stood with his court-appointed attorney 
David Lankford for his preliminary 
examination. 

Public Defender Lankford, who represents 
accused felons at 34" District Court, asked 
that the preliminary exam be adjourned/ 
postponed until a psychiatric referral was 
performed, to determine if Ritchie has 
competency problems. 

Lankford said that Ritchie indicated 
he was going to “plea the Fifth” with his 
lawyer, meaning Lankford. Lankford had 
spoken with Ritchie’s stepbrother, who 
said Ritchie may have some mental health 
issues. 

After allegedly shooting his step-brother, 
Ritchie fled the area by Greyhound bus. 
Sumpter Police sent out a Nixle alert 


asking for help in locating Ritchie and 
posted Ritchie’s photo on Facebook. Police 
received a solid tip. 

Ritchie was apprehended two days after 
the shooting by U.S. Marshals when the bus 
stopped in Tulsa, OK. From there Ritchie 
waived his right to extradition and was 
eventually transported back to Michigan 
where the warrant was served. 

Richie is charged with six felonies: assault 
with intent to murder, armed robbery, 
assault with intent to do great bodily harm, 
felony assault with a dangerous weapon, 
felony firearms and discharging a weapon 
in or at a building. 

Judge Oakley explained to Ritchie that 
they were going to do a referral to help 
him understand what the charges are and 
to help his defense attorney, whether it be 
Lankford or another attorney. 

When Ritchie was asked if he understood, 
his reply was unclear. 

Judge Oakley explained to Ritchie that 
they would adjourn his case for six weeks, 
but it might be longer.

Dispatch logs from 
Belleville, VBT PDs 
have deleted addresses 


Readers of the dispatch logs from the 
City of Belleville and Van Buren Township 
police departments may have noticed 
something has been missing on the logs 
for the Dec. 26 and Jan. 2 issues of the 
Independent. 

The VBT Public Safety Department 
provides dispatch logs from those two 
departments and a change has been made. 

Police Lt. Ken Floro said a woman 
became very upset because she made a call 
to dispatch to report a “shots fired” incident 
and then she saw her address in the paper 
with the “shots fired” call. She said people 
thought she had been shooting. 

Over the years the Independent has 
printed the addresses provided for the 
calls for service and this is the first time a 
complaint has brought change. 

Lt. Floro said the department has decided 
to provide just the block address rather 
than the precise address of calls and until 
they can figure out how to do that on the 
computerized log they will be providing 
the log with no addresses at all.
